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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the following: a.) that the issue 
is not of non-analagous art but rather of a proposed combination of incompatible structures, b.) that not merely the placement of 
capacitors is claimed, but the entire liquid crystal device is claimed; and a) that Zhang fails to disclose the capacitor connected to the data 
line. 

Regarding a.), the structures of Suzuki and Zhang are indeed compatible, since the issue of adding a capacitor has no bearing on the 
function of an IPS LCD, since the data lines and gates lines of Zhang and Suzuki both reside on the bottom substrate. Modifying the IPS 
LCD of Suzuki to include capacitors like those of Zhang would have been obvious, as argued in the previous Office Action. Applicant's 
arguments are therefore not persuasive. 

Regarding b.), Suzuki discloses an IPS LCD, and it would have been obvious to modify the IPS LCD of Suzuki with the capacitors of 
Zhang, with arguments presented in the Final Rejection of 10 January 2007. Therefore, the prior art combination of Suzuki in view of 
Zhang anticipates the claimed device. Applicant's arguments are therefore not persuasive 

Regarding a), Zhang in fact does disclose (see figure 1, for instance) wherein the capacitor (107) is connected (via the short ring, 102) to 
ALL the gate lines (1 1 1 ) and the data lines (1 1 0) as disclosed by Zhang in column 5, lines 1 4-22. Applicant's arguments are therefore not 
persuasive.
